THE INTERNATIONAL 
NEWS 


Starting September 14th KRAB initiated a nightly 
news broadcast dealing with international affairs 
and events. This was the product of several 
months preparation, including the production of 
the weekly International News Summary (defunct) 
and the 7:00 Alarm (also defunct). Utilizing the 
Services of the British Broadcasting Corporation, 
(BBC Radio Newsreel and related specials), 
National Public Radio's All Thinas Considered, 
and Internews, the program presents detailed 
information about what is happening in the rest 
of the world, without duplicating the efforts 
and opinions expressed in other electronic media. 
The Program also draws from a variety of national 
and international publications, from La Monde to 
The Christian Science Monitor, and features 
‘interviews and discussion of people specializing 
‘in specific geographical areas, providing back- 
ground and insight into events in a changina and 
frequently confusing world. The International 
News is directed by Jim Lobe, with assistance 
from three to six people each night. If you are 
interested in participating,(this is a volunteer 
effort) give us a call at the station. For the 
remainder of the year, the program will (most 
likely) continue at its present 30 minute format. 
After that time, should the material resources 
be developed sufficiently, we will expand to 
include local coverage. Listen every Monday 
through Friday night at 10:00PM. (Also, hear the 
BBC Radio Newsreel every weekday morning at 7:00 
during Early Music)

Instead of devoting our time to 
any single, and ingrown, “community”, KRAB will 
continue to provide worthwhile informative and 
enlightening programming that we hope will be as 
meaningful for listeners .to hear as it is for 
producers to produce. The programming will not 
be given to entertaining any single self-agqran- 
dizing group or aimed at an amorphous mass, but 
will be designed to reach and communicate. at 


different times, with a wide variety of people 
with varying backgrounds, opinions and interests. 


Early in the formation of KRAB it was argued that 
for a radio station to be truely responsive to 
the needs of that part of "the community" not 
favored with access to, or programming produced 
by, commercial media, that station must, among 
other things, be operated by a small, dedicated, 
low paid staff whose goal is to encourage and 
Support the activities of volunteers in producing 
the actual programming. This continues to be the 
way of KRAB. There are many things things for 
Volunteers to do at KRAB, ranging from recording, 
board operation and production to vital support 
activities such as addressing, envelope stuffing, 
and cleaning.
